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ABSTRACT 



This report provides a statistical summary of higher 
education in Missouri for the 1998-1999 academic year. Seventy- five tables 
provide data on advanced placement enrollment in secondary schools, American 
College Testing Program scores by institutional sector, high school rankings 
by institutional sector, the Missouri Coordinating Board for Higher Education 
recommended curriculum, success rates, admission guidelines, teacher 
education, assessment, graduate education, graduation rates, fees by 
institutional sector, financial aid by institutional sector, enrollment by 
institutional sector, enrollment by age by institutional sector, enrollment 
by gender and ethnicity by institutional sector, enrollment by geographic 
origin by institutional sector, faculty and staff by institutional sector, 
finances, libraries, degrees conferred by level, degrees conferred by 
discipline area, degrees conferred by gender and ethnicity, and student 
migration. Three appendixes provide information on campus survey 
coordinators, a map of Missouri higher education institutions, categories for 
degree tables, and classification of instructional programs. (MDM)
